Ainoug r lie throng of spectators at 
the opening on Monday was a slight, 
poorly dressed man, with long yellow 
iiair, combed out into a great* cloud 
like “ Frou-Frou’s.” 
H e is an object 
of interest in W ashington, and more 
than that,an object of infinite pity. His 
form is thin and quaint; his step ner­ 
vous and elastic; his m anner abstract­ 
ed; bis hands tw itch 
convulsively 
when they should be at rest, and his 
face, in repose, is like tlie picture of 
Adam in the “Passion Play of Ober- 
am m ergau.” 
His days are spent in 
the galleries of the House when Con­ 
gress is in session, and during recess 
at the Congressional library and in 
the various newspaper offices. 
Fre­ 
quently he is seen hurriedly pacing the 
street with au abstracted, absent air; 
and I saw him the other day making 
queer hieroglyphics on the letter-box­ 
es that hang from t he lamp posts. 
I 
followed hitn from (lie Capitol to the 
Treasury, and on every letter-box he 
wrote different characters, crossing 
the street whenever lie saw a box on 
the other side. 
Ou the lid ofoue were 
characters like these: 
5—02‘* ,xv 60 
Tliis m an has had a strange, sad h is­ 
tory. Fifteen years ago he was a m em ­ 
ber of Congress from one of the new 
Western States, t lie first Representa­ 
tive the State sent to Congress. 
He 
had risen to th at position from the 
printer’s case, having been a compos­ 
itor and an editor, and was one of the 
founders of the Typographical Union. 
He was a member of t lie first Terri­ 
torial Legislature in his State; as­ 
sisted in framing the State Constitu­ 
tion, and was elected to a position on 
the Supreme Bench, which lie de­ 
clined in order to accept the nom ina­ 
tion to Congress. 
H e was a m an of 
rare oratorical powers, but an idealist. 
So visionary, so chimerical were 
his schemes and theories, so unsafe 
his judgment, that his career in Con­ 
gress, while brilliant from several 
bursts of eloquence, was a failure when 
judged from a practical common-seuse 
standpoint. 
He was defeated when a 
candidate for re-election, and defeat 
killed him. For the benefit of his 
health his friends obtained a Consu- 
lateabroad forhim, but his disappoint­ 
ment and the continued m inistry to 
a disenied imdgination unseated his 
reason and lie has grown from senti­ 
mentalism to lunacy. 
(Several years ago he left his wife 
and children, im agining them to be 
tiie millstone that hung about his 
neck, and has since made his home 
with relatives, Tnrough the Influence 
of Charles Sum ner and H enry Wilson 
liis wife obtained a position in one of 
the Departments, which 
she now 
b* Ids. 
Two years ago he became sus­ 
p i ions of the motives of an ex-Sena- 
i ir who hud befriended her, and shot 
him in the street, but the wound was 
only a slight one and although indiet­ 
ed lie lias never been tried for the 
crime. 
Ais history, so sad, yet so 
strange and romantic, is known only 
to a few, but his strange and peculiar 
yellow hair are familiar to every one 
in W ashington. 


Marriage and Divorce 
TUESDAY, 


Would 
a 
more difficult process 
for obtaining divorce decrease the 
volume 
of 
matrimonial trouble? 
is 
a 
question 
asked 
by 
m any 
and answered as often one 
way 
as (lie other. One thing is beyond 
dispute, and that is, if the grounds on 
which divorces are granted were more 
circumscribed, and the 
process by 
which legal separations are obtained 
was made more dif ’ult and conse­ 
quently more expensive, the num ber 
of divorced men and women would 
soon be considerably less than at pres­ 
ent. 
But suppose this to be the case, 
would there be fewer separations of 
liusbandi and wives? 
W e are dis­ 
posed to believe there would. Accord­ 
ing to the tenets of the Roman Cath­ 
olic Church there is no such tiling as 
a legal divorce. 
A marriage solem­ 
nized by this religion is a m arriage for 
life, and only the death of one gives 
the Cluirch-right of a second marriage 
to the other. 
There are, we believe, 
circtrmsfanees under which divorce 
may be obtaiued with the sauetiou of 
this Church, but they are exceedingly 
exceptional departures from a very 
geueral custom. W e cannot,ofcourse, 
assume th a t converts to the Roman 
Catholic religion are granted an im ­ 
m unity beyond others from the cares 
and vexations which ruflle the surface 
of the matrimonial sea,and sometimes 
wreck the voyagers thereon, but we 
can assert th at the proportion of final 
separations among those whose m ar­ 
riage has been 
sanctified by this 
Church is less than among those of 
none or other religious faith. Perhaps 
this fact is not due to the circum ­ 
stance that it is next to impossible to 
obtain the Church’s sanction to di­ 
vorce, but the fact exists and we can 
oiler no other or better reason for its 
existence. 
If the law frowned down 
and discountenanced divorce in a like 
degree that it is opposed by this relig­ 
ion, we may reasonably conclude that 
the legal dissolving of the marriage 
contract would be as rare an event as 
it is now an every day occurrence. 
It 
is true that instances of a divorced 
couple remarrying are far from com­ 
mon, but none of us will venture to 
say that thousands of men and women 
who have availed themselves of the 
easy facilities for obtaining divorce do 
not regret the hasty action and would, 
could they do so without a sacrifice of 
pride, wipe from existence the legal 
decree which prevents the fulfilment 
of their altar vow. 
Society offers no 
reliable evidence in support of the 
tueory m at facility for divorce condu­ 
ces to the general happiness. 
Moral 
status and average contentment are 
neither higher nor greater in a com­ 
m unity where the process of legal sep­ 
aration is both cheap and easy than in 
one where it is expensive and diffi­ 
cult. 
If the marriage contract Is 
wortli anything, it is worth more than 
the value at which it is held by too 
many people of the present day. 
The 
rapid weakening of the .matrimonial 
bond during the last fifty years al­ 
most authorizes the statement th a t a 
decade or two hence marriage vows 
will be as false as dicer’s oaths, and 
ere time has numbered the closing 
years of the nineteenth century, legal 
marriages will be few indeed, and in­ 
stances of men and women remaining 
true unto death will only be found in 
the records of the past. 
Clod institu­ 
ted marriage; man invented divorce. 
We are told marriages are made in 
Heaven; we know the high nnd holy 
compact is renderd null and void by a 
court a long ways below. 
We do not 
hesitate to do what we can easily un­ 
do. 
W e care little for responsibility 
if tbe law relieves us of consequences. 
Everything may he promised .when 
nothing need be redeemed. 
W hen 
we know the contract is not binding 
we are careless about conditions. The 
knowledge th a t divorce is easy has no 
doubt brought about m any hasty and 
ill-considered marriages. 
With the 
right of men and women to m arry 
who they please,the law cannot inter­ 
fere, but it may say to th e m if they do 
m a n y they shall not separate for triv­ 
ial cause. 
The law of divorce In this 
State, in fact in most of the States, 
needs amending. 
As it now stands it 
makes 
marriage a shallow farce. 
There are two bills now before the Leg­ 
islature which should become laws. 
One makes wife beating punishable 
with the lash, and tbe other defines 
infidelity as theonlyground on which 
divorce is obtainable.

T h e telegraph informs us that Con­ 
gressman L u t t r e l l will soon iutro- 
tluce in the House a bill containing 
the following conditions: 
To allow the Sou hern I’nc'fle Railway 
Company, of California, to build its road 
Eastward till it meets Scott’s Texas Pacific. 
That the said California Pacific Com pany 
shall enjoy the land grant, mile tor m ile.o l 
tbe road they shall so construct equally with 
Scott and his company to the point where 
the road of th eir construction shall meet th at 
to bo constructed by the Scott com pany. 
T hat any com bination between these cornpu-' 
nles and an y other com pany of transconti­ 
nental road shall he prohibited under heavy 
penalties. That discrim ination In fares and 
freights shall bo prohibited; am i th at the 
Governor of California, the G overnor uf Mis­ 
souri and the Governor of Now York shall 
each have the power to appoint. 011c Com­ 
m issioner, and that this Hoard of three Com­ 
missioners shall fix the rates of transporta­ 
tion, lim iting them to a reasonable per cent, 
on the “actual cost and operating expenses 
of the entire Une.” 
The conditions embodied in the fii*t 
two propositions are substantially the 
same as those proposed and advocated 
by the H e r a l d nearly or quite one 
year ago. They offer all that the 
Southern Pacific ask, and it will at 
once accept the terms. Had Congress 
passed this or a similar bill at its last 
session, aud tbe Texas Pacific as read­ 
ily accepted the offer as tbe Southern 
Pacific expressed its willingness to do, 
the great work would now be far to­ 
ward completion. 
But Mr. S c o t t 
wanted a monopoly of the whole 
route, and he wanted the nation’s 
credit for a sum more than sufficient 
to build two such roads. H e was un­ 
willing to accept terms which would 
have secured the early building of the 
Southern transcontinental road, and 
his determination to have all or noth­ 
ing defeated all bills and postponed 
the work for a considerable period. 
Should Mr. L u t t r e l l ’» bill become a 
law, It is not probable that Mr. S c o t t 
will avail himself of its provisions, 
and the building of tbe Southern over­ 
land road Will, as we always predicted

The Lime Question. 


E ditor H e r a l d : 
“ Lime Grove 
O wner” must be anxious to occupy 
the groutul alone, and therefore under­ 
takes to scare others so that they will 
not plant lime trees. If Mr. “ Lime 
Grove Owner” thought there would 
be no sale for lim es he would certainly 
sel! his grov?and say nothing about 
tuture prices, as there is a great de­ 
mand for these trees in hearing. The 
facts are those who own bearing trees 
wish to keep up the old prices of 1849. 
Limes are now selling at one cent a 
piece, if they were reduced to one 
quarter of a cent they would still pay 
very remunerative prices, as you can 
plant at least two hundred Mexican 
limes on an acre and raise from eight 
hundred to one thousand to a tree. 
Thus two hundred trees bearing eight 
hundred limes, eacli at one quarter of 
a cent each, would bring a revenue of 
four thousand dollars per acre. 
If Mr. “ Lime Grove Owner,” and 
others, will put the price down so that 
the people who use lemonade can af­ 
ford to buy them, and not have to buy 
foreign expressed lime juice, then I 
think they will have a market for 
their limes. This is something like 
the history of the early discovery of 
gold in California. 
1 often used to 
hear It aftlrmed in those days that 
there #buld soon be no market for 
gold and that It would be worth no 
more than silver, and some feared that 
it would be reduced to the value of 
copper or lead. 
But there isa s much 
demand for gold now as in “49,” which 
w ill be the case with 
Lim e Grove 
Owner’s limes when other peoples’ 
trees commence to bear as the market 
will be increased, for it will not be 
long till the railroad will connect us 
witli the Eastern States and open a 
market In Prescott, and many other
